You know 
the spot, it has enough parking for 
about five cars and it is clearly marked 
as being reserved as special needs 
parking.

As I stood there, 
four people came out of the Arts 
Building and walked to their respec- 
tive cars. These four people did not 
have special needs tags in their 
windshield nor did they have the spe- 
cial license plates. It is disgusting 
that people took spots reserved for 
people who really have a need for 
them. This is a regular occurrence. 

A polite mention to those peo- 
ple that they shouldn't park there 
received a variety of responses from 
a cool glance to someone actually 
telling me to mind my own business. 




I can appreciate this last com- 
ment. Of course, I'm not a student 
with special needs, why should I be 
concerned whether someone takes a 
special needs spot or not? 

I'm concerned because I've 
seen people trying to negotiate the 
walkways and sidewalks when they 
are obviously in a lot of pain because 
some asshole decides s/he's too lazy 
to park in Lot 4 or at the meters. "I'm 



only going in for a minute." "I'm just 
dropping something off at the Li- 
brary." Sound familiar? It's bullshit. 
The time it takes you to "run" in and 
get that all-important coffee or drop 
off those overdue books, someone 
with a need for that spot is denied 
accessibility to the university by your 
selfish act. 

According the Special Needs 
office, this is a problem that they 
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have addressed. Parking at L.U. is 
adequate, according to the Sudbury 
by-laws which state that a parking lot 
with 1 - 1 9 spots needs special needs 
spots, a lot with 20-200 spots, 1 spe- 
cial needs spot and 2(X)-400, 2 spots. 
According to the Special Needs of- 
fice, this by-law doesn't reflect the 
reality of lack of accessibility on cam- 
pus. This area is considered a priority 
by Security and cars parked illegally 
have been ticketed. People just aren't 
getting the hint. 

I would like to see the amount 
for the fine increased to something 
substantial. The current fine is set at 
$100. Would people still abuse the 
system if the fine was, say, $1,000? 
Or even $5,000? I don't know of 
many people who could afford this 
kind of a fine. Why not have the cars 
towed while we're at it? 

One way to deal with this prob- 
lem is to file a formal complaint with 
the Special Needs Office. Earl Black, 
Coordinator of the Special Needs 
Office, can't act on your behalf un- 
less you come let him know exactly 
what's going on. He can be reached 
at extension 3324 and his office is 
located in Student Services. 

So, the next time you're just 
"running" in for a second, think of the 
accessibility you're denying some- 
one and be thankful you can actually 
run in.

The Canadian Federation of 
Students (CFS) denies vigorously 
recent claims made by the Students' 
Federation of the University of 
Ottawa(SFUO) in a press release 
dated February 9, 1995. "This release 
is untrue. It is unfortunate that the Ca- 
nadian Federation of Students' time 
is wasted in having to answer these 
false allegations while it could be 
better invested in preparing for the 
upcoming Federal budget and in con- 
tinuing to work on the Social Secu- 
rity Review", said Guy Caron, Na- 



tional Chairperson. The portrayal of 
the court injunction as a counter- 
attack toSFUO's interest in CASA is 
most certainly false. The SFUO 
changed the rules for their referen- 
dum on continued membership in 
CFS less than two weeks before the 
start of campaigning. These changes 
barred any non-U of O students from 
participating in the campaign. One 
must remember that all students at 
the University of Ottawa are also 
members of the Canadian Federation 
of Students. As such the Canadian 
Federation of Students believes that 
they have an unquestionable right to 
have access to their representatives 
from CFS and information on their 
national student organization. The 
SFUO's rules were in flagrant viola- 
tion of the Canadian Federation of 
Students' by-laws, developed by our 



members and to which all members, 
including the SFUO, agree to abide 
by when joining the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Students. These by-laws 
clearly state that any representatives 
of the Canadian Federation of Stu- 
dents shall be allowed to campaign 
on campus during referenda. 

Among the false allegations 
the SFUO's release contained: Alle- 
gation #1 : The National and Ontario 
Chairpersons of CFS declined the 
offer to participate, wanting instead 
to have paid, non-student lobbyists 
take part in the campaign. 
Fact #1: The people are not paid 
lobbyists, but staff members and 
members of the National Executive 
who would be on campus to provide 
information about the Federation, 
information which is supposed to be 
given out all year long by the student 



association executive. Members of 
the Federation would not accept that 
a particular school be able to dictate 
who can or caimot represent CFS 
during a campaign. 
Allegation #2: It is estimated that 
tens of thousands of dollars to present 
its 7(X) page brief to the court, a brief 
produced by Ottawa's largest legal 
firm, Cowling, Strathy andi 
Henderson. 

Fact #2: The total cost of the pro- 
ceedings will amount to less than 
$10,000 and shall be shared between 
the National and Ontario offices of 
the Federation. The material filed - 
contained the Canadian Federation | 
of Students national and Ontario by- k 
laws, the electoral rules and the rel- 
evant law of Ontario. The affidavits 
of the Federation totaled only about 
15 pages.

Did you know...? 

•The first recorded incident of Hitler 
denouncing homosexuals was May 
14, 1928. He stated: "We reject you 
because whoever practices or thinks 
of homosexual love is our enemy". 
•In 1933, the seizure and burning of 
12,000 books and 35,000 pictures 
signalled the beginning of the Nazi 
persecution of homosexual men. In a 



secret decree Hirter ordered that ho- 
mosexual civilians were to be sent to 
the concentration camps, and any 
member of the S.S. found to have 
engaged in homosexuality was to be 
executed. In the autumn of 1 933 the 
first homosexuals arrived at Camp 
Fuhlsbuttel. The camp symbol for 
homosexual men was the pink 
trinangle. 

•Lesbians were not grouped with 
homosexual men. Instead, lesbians 
were persecuted as asocials or as trai- 
tors and wore black triangles in the 
camps. Anecdotal evidence indicates 
that lesbian prisoners were gang- 
raped by heterosexual prisoners who 
were forced by the Nazis to partici- 
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pate and who were subsequently "re- 
warded" with alcohol. 
•It is not known how many homo- 
sexual men and women died in the 
camps. Estimates have varied from 
15,000 to 500,000 homosexual men 
(not including the homosexuals 
among other victims). In the late 
1970's, the Protestant Church of 
Austria estimated there were 220,000 
homosexual victims. Because lesbi- 
ans were grouped with asocials and 
traitors, there is no way of knowing 
how many lesbians died. 
•Despite billions of dollars in repara- 
tions paid on behalf of victims of the 
Holocaust, no reparations have been 
made for homosexual deaths. Ho- 



mosexual survivors were denied ben- 
efits after the war. As recently as the 
1 980's Austria ruled that homosexual 
Holocaust survivors cannot receive 
survivor pensions because homosexu- 
ality was a "crime" in Nazi Austria. 
•For decades after the war, the homo- 
sexual survivors of the Holocaust 
were forced into hiding by criminal 
provisions against homosexuals in 
the Allied countries. Historians dis- 
played homophobic bias in ignoring 
the substantial evidence document- 
ing the homosexual victims of the 
Holocaust, while at the same time 
intimating that Hitler was homosexual 
despite having no evidence to sup- 
port such suggestions. Homophobia 
and sexism have contributed to the 
virtual disappearance of lesbians from 
the historical record of the Holocaust

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A Step Back In Time

Last week Laurentian Univer- 
sity and Falconbridge Lecture Se- 
ries' had the privilege of hosting 
theworld renown paleo anthropolo- 
gist. Dr. Don Johanson. Perhaps best 
reknowned for his 1974 discovery of 
a 40 per cent complete skeleton that 
is now commonly known as Lucy 
(AL-288). Dr. Johanson has done 
extensive research in the Afar region 
of Ethiopia, near Hadar (100 miles 
northeast of the capital , Addis Ababa). 

Dr. Johanson 's work at Hadar 
begans in 1972 when he first visited 
the Hadar area. In 1973, after estab- 
lishing the International Afar Re- 
search Expedition, Johanson began 
his first field season in the Hadar 
area. This season yielded his first 
hominid find, a knee joint. To find 
one fossil remain is exceptional, but 
Dr. Johanson has exceeded even his 
own hopes in fossil finds. 1974 
proved to be a prosperous year with 
many hominid finds, including Lucy. 
Also attributed to his name is the 
finding of the "First Family", a col- 
lection of bones representing a "fam- 
ily" of 1 3 individuals, all members of 
the species Australopithecus afa- 
rensis . During the 1980's very little 
field work was done due to the politi- 
cal uprising in Ethiopia. Last year 
Dr. Johanson made another miracu- 



lous find, an almost com- 
plete australopithecine 
skull. 

Lucy is a member of 
the species Austra- 
lopithecus afarensis . As 
mentioned, her skeleton is 
40 per cent complete and as 
can be guessed by her name, 
the skeleton is female. It 
was a very miraculous event 
that her skeleton was dis- 
covered at all , if a rain storm 
had gone through the area 
before she had been discov- 
ered, she may never have 
been found. On the night of 
her discovery, November 
30, 1974, a celebration en- 
sued in the camp and the 
Beatles song "Lucy In The 
Sky With Diamonds" was 
playing, when just in pass- 
ing Dr. Johanson suggested 
calling the skeleton Lucy. 
There was no seriousness behind this 
comment but the name stuck. 

Dr. Johanson arrived in 
Sudbury onFebruary 28 and on March 
1 he attended a dinner at the 
Falconbridge lodge. Much of the 
festivities of Dr. Johanson's visit were 
held on March 2. A book signing was 
held at 1 : 30pm. At 2: 30pm he gave a 
special lecture to all interested an- 
thropology majors. Much of this 
lecture was a question and answer 
period and a slide show. 

In the evening Dr. Johanson 
lectured as part of the Falconbridge 
Lecture Series. The lecture was enti- 
tled, Lucy and the Beginnings of 




Humankind. Dr. Johanson spoke not 
only of his experiences in Ethiopia 
and the events surrounding his mi- 
raculous finding of Lucy, he also 
spoke of some of the misconceptions 
surrounding the species Austra- 
lopithecus afarensis . Much of his 
lecture consisted of a slide show and 
a walk through the hominid time line. 
All in all it was a very entertaining 
evening. 

Tickets for his lecture went extremely 
fast. For those of you who missed 
this fabulous lecture it is sure to be 
broadcast on Cable 7 at a later date. 
Keep an eye on local listings so you 
don't miss out on this great lecture.

Not that many of us can afford 
the luxury that the 1995 line of auto- 
mobiles offers, but just in case, you 
may be interested in hearing a bit 
about the crowd teasers of this year's 
Toronto International Auto Show, 
Feb. 1 8 - 26. Not surprisingly, the 
Metro Toronto Convention Centre 
and SkyDome were once again filled 
with the brilliant colours and exotic 
contours of auto manufacturers' cap- 
tivating displays. 

This year's turnout brought 
some much improved design to the 
market. Ford really outdid the com- 
petition this time with the '95 Ex- 
plorer. The many standard features 
include a 4WD system, which is ac- 
tivated by the turn of a small dial on 
the dash as opposed to a stubborn 
hand lever. ABS as well as dual air 
b^s also come standard. The seats 
are more than adequate in comfort 
and a functional running board makes 
entry less of a pain than others in its 
class. It is equipped with a solid V6 
engine and lists at $3 1 ,000; including 
air conditioning, cloth seats and roof 
rack. Having driven the competition 
for six years, the Explorer far ex- 
ceeded my expectations and left me 
with a new impression of what a 
utility vehicle should be. 

For sedan admirers, BMW and 



Mercedes once again came through 
with sty ling and engineering that tops 
all others in their class.

If you're 
really after a Bimmer but can't shell 
out $50k+ for a 5 or 7 series model, 
consider this one for starters. 

For a few thousand dollars 
more however, you can drive away 
with the safest car on the road next to 
the $120k Mercedes S class. The 
Volvo 850 may not win the award for 
the Prettiest look, but definitely for 
its quality, value and workmanship. 
A quick look reveals an interior com- 
parable to a luxury automobile nearly 
twice as expensive. The Volvo come 
standard with dual passenger air bags 
and the world's first side-impact air 
bag. Front and rear crumple zones 
along with side-impact beams create 
a very secure passenger compartment. 
This Volvo claims to have the "safest 
back seat in the world." For a family, 
there can be no better assurance of 
safety or comfort dian the Volvo 850. 

Jaguar lovers may be inter- 
ested in knowing that the front and 
rear lights have yet again been al- 
tered. The rear lights have been mod- 
ernized and flattened, but with style. 
The headlights have been changed 
back to the original trademark round 
shape that the Jaguar has been distin- 
guishable for. Yes, the cat is purring 
once again. 

The Lamborghini Diablo and 
Porsche Carrera gave onlookers a 
good idea of what a real muscle car is. 
Two distinct names and two very 
dissimilar styles, each is known for 



its reputable history and each has 
proven it yet again this year. How- 
ever, the medal goes to the Ferrari 
435. Unlike anything Ferrari has 
ever attempted, this machine looks 
like a cross between a BMW 850 and 
an Aston Martin Lagonda. I could 
not believe the 375 horsepower, 12 
cyl. engine of this kick-ass machine.

Three German Courses 
Not Enoughi

A lot is written these days 
about the importance of a "critical 
mass" — the minimum amount re- 
quired to bring about change. Along 
the same line, we see the notion of a 
"quantum leap" whereby a qualita- 
tive change may occur after an ever- 
increasing quantitative change. The 
constant seems to be that there has to 
be a careful (and often long) prepara- 
tion before the dramatic change oc- 
curs. I cannot help but think that the 
same phenomenon occurs in the 
learning of a new language and this 
brings me to my point. The Aca- 
demic Planning Committee at 
Laurentian is going to propose to the 
Senate that the German program be 
cut back from five courses to three. I 
am against such a proposal because I 
believe that a minimum of three 
courses are necessary before any dra- 
matic change can occur in language 
acquisition. 

Anyone who has wrestled 
with German knows what a tough 
fight it is. German grammar is 
byznatine; its vocabulary contains 
tongue-twisters of gigantic propor- 
tions, the learning of which is exac- 
erbated by the fact that they may be 



masculine, feminine, or neuter — 
apparently at whim. The German 
verb has five principal parts and the 
list of irregular verbs is mind-bog- 
gling. In a word, it takes at least three 
courses to amass the amount of mate- 
rial one needs to do something with it 
and it is precisely at this point that the 
planning committee would maroon 
the student of German. It doesn't 
make any pedogogical sense! 

At the point of critical mass 
the language ceases to become an end 
in itself as it becomes the mean to the 
end. At this point of breakthrough 
language learning is greatly enhanced 
as a language becomes more assured 
and natural. Course four affords a 
normal transition as the learner be- 
gins a study of literature. While he 
discusses the works of great writers, 
he crystall izes his knowledge of forms 
and structures. Course five deals 
with German history and culture. 
While the learnerenhanceshis knowl- 
edge, he finds himself ever more at 
ease in understanding the language 
and responding in it at a normal rate 
of speed. To sum up the argument, 
since it is only in courses four and five 
that huge language gains are made, is 
it cost-effective to shut down the pro- 
gram before the pay-off?

Soup kitchen feature

I finally managed to do some- 
thing I had put off for awhile. During 
Winter Break, I spent a day at the 
Soup Kitchen. Ishowedupat9:00am 
Monday morning, ready to work, but 
first, I was given an orientation ses- 
sion by Kaireen Critchton, concern- 
ing the history of the kitchen which 
she founded. This is part one of a 
series of articles focusing on an amaz- 
ing story about an even more amaz- 
ing woman and the great work she 
does. 

Many years ago, Kaireen 
Critchton explained that she didn't 
know what to do with her life. She 
didn't have a formal education and 
she didn't feel like working full-time. 
Kaireen got married, raised a family 
and performed volunteer work in her 
spare time. Soon, she found work as 
a bookkeeper at Christ the King 
church here in Sudbury. After a few 
months on the job, she noticed that 
beggars would approach the church 
seeking food and some shelter at 
around the noon hour. Most of the 
church's staff were women and they 
were afraid to let these people in from 
the cold. Kaireen realized that there 
was a need for some kind of shelter 
for the homeless and she was deter- 
mined to do something about it. 

The year was 1982, Father 
McGee of Catholic Charities allowed 
Kaireen to set up a shelter in an aban- 
doned used clothing store on Minto 
Su-eet. All was done in secret as she 



did not have a City license permitting 
her to open such a shelter. Word 
quickly spread among the street peo- 
ple that there was a place where they 
could go and get a hot meal and some 
hospitality, no questions asked. The 
Catholic Charities Soup Kitchen was 
bom. 

Today, the Kitchen is located 
on Shaughnessey Street, right next to 
the fire hall. Kaireen still rises at six 
in the morning, five days a week to 
prepare good food for Sudbury ' s poor. 
She has a staff of several volunteers, 
consisting of some mentally handi- 
capped people, nursing students, co- 
op students from local high schools, 
young offenders performing commu- 
nity service and people who just want 
to help out. The Kitchen feeds 300 to 
400 people a day. They're fed great 
food and it's all home-made. Almost 
all the food and supplies used are 
donated by local grocery stores, res- 
taurants, etc, food that would have 
otherwise been thrown out. The 
Kitchen is now licensed and has regu- 
lar inspections performed by the 
Health Unit. 

Our orientation session was 
done and we were put to work. We 
made a hearty stew, home-style pasta 
and sandwiches for lunch. Fresh 
coffee and tea were brewed. When 
we were done, we said prayers for the 
sick and the poor. We then opened 
the doors at about 1 1 am. Next week, 
you'll read about some of the friends 
I made and about some of the things 
we discussed.

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Some Definitions 

Coming out: 

The process of a gay, lesbian or bisexual becoming aware of his/her 
sexual orientation and letting other people know. Gays, lesbians and 
bisexuals are often "out" to some people (e.g. friends) and not "out" to 
others (e.g.aboss, work colleagues). 

Empowerment: 

A two-fold process. 1 . The process by which members of an oppressed 
group (e.g.gays and lesbians) come to understand that their feelings of 
powerlessness are due to discrimination, and are not their own fault, and 
2. the process of asserting through action their right to power, equality 
and dignity. 

General population/general public: 

Used by institutions, particularly government, public health and the 
media as a code word for the heterosexual population. 

Heterosexism: 

The promotion by institutions of the superiority of heterosexuality and 
the assumption that everyone is heterosexual... Like racism, sexism and 
other gforms of oppression, heterosexism awards privilege to members 
of the dominant group (heterosexuals) and denies privilege to members 
of the group with less power (lesbians, gays and bisexuals). 

Homophobia : 

The fear of gays and lesbians and the hatred, disgust and prejudice that 
fear brings. Homophobia refers to individual negative attitudes and 
personal prejudice. 

Internalized homophobia: 

The internalized feelings of fear or shame felt by a gay or lesbian about 
their own sexuality, caused by the constant barrage of negative messages 
about homosexuality. This may be expressed in feelings that he/she is 
"sick", "deviant", "abnormal", etc. 

Lesbian/gay: 

1. A lesbian/gay is a woman/man who prefers other women/men 
sexually, emotionally, intellectually and physically, and who identifies 
herself/himself as lesbian/gay. 

2. A woman/man whose spiritual and emotional needs are most com- 
pletely satisfied with other women/men. 

3. A woman/man whose primary erotic, psychological, emotional and 
social interest is in a member of her/his own gender, even though that 
interest might not be overtly expressed. 

Marginalized: 

Belonging to some group which does not hold power and privilege in our 
society. Gays and lesbians are marginalized by not being heterosexual. 
People of colour are marginalized by not being white, and so on. 

Plague mentality: 

A response to serious epidemics, which targets some marginalized group 
as being the cause of that epidemic. 

Queerbashing: 

Assaults upon gays and lesbians, ranging from verbal harassment through 
to murder. Verbal harassment is also called "gay/lesbian baiting."

The experience of homophobia and 
heterosexism is inextricably a part of 
being gay, lesbian or bisexual in this 
country. To be gay, lesbian or bi- 
sexual is to be discriminated against, 
both by other individuals and by in- 
stitutions. To be gay or lesbian is to 
be defined as "other," "sick," "devi- 
ant," "abnormal," "criminal."

The 
only provision for the return of these 
tapes when they are still sealed and 
resellable, in which ease a refund of 
90% of the purchase is available. 
Later, if a distributor feels that he has 
been coerced into the purchase of the 
materials, there is no provision to this 
effect. The distributors will use such 
tactics as telling the new distributor 
that these materials are required for 



their success. Again, this is an exam- 
ple of the misrepresentation and co- 
ercion taking place within the organi- 
zations. 

Distributors will stress the 
importance of functions and meet- 
ings. AH of these meetings carry a 
cost for admittance. In some cases, 
this cost is justified to coverexpenses.

Prick is a band very much in 
the mold of Trent Reznor's Nine 
Inch Nails. All of the song-writing 
and most of the performance is cred- 
ited to Kevin McMahon, whose 
musical style is such that Prick was 
picked up by Interscope Records, 
NIN's company, and Reznor him- 
self appears as a producer and engi- 
neer on the album. 

Reznor's influence, whether 
at the songwriting or producing stage, 
is pervasive. The opening track, 
"Communique," utilizes anguished distorted vocals, energetic drum-synth 
style percussion, and aggressive guitar gruntwork — all the hallmarks of 
NIN. It's exactly what you would expect, which is unfortunate, because 
there are tracks which stand out above "Communique." "Animal's" fren- 
zied obsession harmonizes perfectly with the engaging percussion and over 
the top guitar to make it the best song on the album 

Prick has mastered the art of dynamics. "No Fair Fights" rises from 
a lone voice accompanied by minimalist piano, through stages of droning, 
mutant organs with a steady bass drum by their side, to crunching guitars, 
driving percussion, and harmonized screaming of the chorus, only to 
diminish via the distortion which leaks through to the vocals. 

The band concept is contained within one passage on the cover: 
"Prick, the puppet, reaches over his head and with a stroke slashes himself 
loose of his creators strings in hopes of becoming, individual [sic]." But 
McMahon, beyond occasionally incorporating pop-style melody in tracks 
like "I Apologise," doesn't persuasively disengage himself from Reznor's 
influence. If you like NIN, you'll be familiar enough with most of Prick's 
elements to feel at home with the band. If you aren't a fan of Reznor's band, 
there's not much else here to challenge you.

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The Scoop on Sloan

Serious Sloan fans are sad 
these days. The future of the Hali- 
fax power pop quartet is up in the air 
as the guys are tiring of being in a 
band full-time. There are a good 
number of people who will miss songs 
such as Underwhelmed , 500 Up , 
and I Am the Cancer . In a quest to 
bring the readers oiLambda the scoc^ 
and because I like them, I trekked to 
Barrie to see what might be one of the 
last Sloan shows ever. In order to 
fully appreciate the tragedy of the 
passing of Sloan, it's important to 
first understand who the band are and 
what they've accomplished so far. 
Guitarist and sometime singer Jay 
Ferguson told me the stoy of Sloan, 
past, present, and future. 

"We all knew each other for a 
long time," he started when I asked 
how it all began. "We were in differ- 
ent bands and the Halifax musical 
community is so small that we just 
knew each other from different 
bands... Most of our bands had just 
broken up at the same time. We just 
knew each other and and we just 
started playing together, that's all. I 
knew Chris [Murphy] from school 
and we knew Patrick [Pentland] 
from the band that he was in and 
Chris knew Andrew [Scott] from 
artcollege, so that's all..." He further 



explained that it wasn't a cosmic al- 
liance. "It's not like one of those 
chocolate-peanut butter commercials. 
[It wasn't like] we were all at 4 cor- 
ners and we were all jay-walking at 
the same time." 

Though the beginnings might 
not have been monumental, the band 
certainly has had an impact on the 
Canadian music scene. In fact, some 
overzealous journalists have called 
Halifax "the new Seattle," a label that 
Ferguson might not agree with but he 
does understand where the compari- 
sons stem from. "[Seattle was] a city 
that was not really known for a musi- 
cal community, then all of a sudden 
there's all these bands out of there, so 
they can compare that to Halifax- 
It's like a small city on a coast that no 
one really paid attention to and then a 
bunch of bands all of a sudden come 
out of there. A lot of direction is 
focused there as aresultof one band's 
getting out and bringing attention 
there." Ferguson was disturbed when 
I suggested that that meant Sloan was 
the east coastNirvana . "Weeeeeell," 
he drawled uneasily, "We're Heart 
actually." 

Sloan has sort of fallen into 
running their own record company, 
Murderecords . When I asked how 
it came about, Ferguson explained. 



"We had a recording that eventually 
became our first album. Smeared , 
and we had a lot of songs... We only 
used 1 2 for that record and we wanted 
to put out some ourselves any way s so 
it just started because we wanted to 
put outsomething by ourselves... and 
then all of a sudden it just snow- 
balled. Like Eric's Trip were 
friends of ours and [we said] 'Put out 
their record, too,' and Hardship 
Post and then it just sort of turned 
into a little business." Now that it is 
a business, it requires more of the 
band's time, but Ferguson doesn't 
seem to mind. "Now it's more of a 
job but it's really fun... I'm really 
interested in it. I'm sort of a control 
freak." Ferguson hinted that the 
record label is part of what's luring 
him away from playing in Sloan full- 
time. "It sounds kind of crass. I mean 
I like playing in a band and every- 
thing but it's fun running a record 
company. The idea of putting out 
people's records... I really like it." 

Though the guys are becom- 
ing pretty experienced in the busi- 
ness part of the music industry, 
they've nonetheless had their share 
of problems. Forexample, how many 
of you have seen their video forCoax 
Me? "We did it trying to look like a 
60's tv show," Ferguson explained. 



Unfortunately, the response from 
MuchMusic was less than warm. He 
admitted to not being completely 
happy with the final version of the 
video but did not expect Much Music 
to react so srtrongly. "[They said] 
'Geffen let you do this? I can't be- 
lieve Geffen gave you the money to 
do a video like this. We'll play it a 
few times and that's it.'" 

Coy beating around the bush 
aside, I decided to blatantly ask him 
what was the future holds for Sloan 
and how much truth there is to these 
rumours of a break-up. He smiled 
like he was expecting it. "The next 
thmg we're going to do is put out a 
single on Murder. It's a 7-inch and 
after that I don't know what we're 
going to do. I think we're going to 
play a show in the summer— not an 
outdoor show — I'm not sure yet but 
sort of an amphitheatre... We might 
do that but after that I'm not sure 
what we're going to do. Geffen ,our 
record label, was not exactly happy 
with our last record [Twice Re- 
moved] .The Americans [said] 'You 
guys should go and record some more 
stuff... We don't like the way this 
sounds, and we [said] 'Forget it, so 
put it out as it is...' So they want to put 
out our next 2 records but we're sort 
of deciding if... we want to. A lot of 



the rumours have been that we're 
unhappy with Geffen... We've nmet 
bands twho are on major labels and 
compared to the problems they have 
we have hardly any with Geffen in 
general. But most of our dilemmas 
are mostly within ourselves ... our 
organizations. So, not evey body nec- 
essarily wants to be in a band full- 
time so we're sort of decidingwhat 
we want to do. Maybe we'll have an 
album out in maybe 10 years. Maybe 
we'll play again in 25 years." 

I pieced together this Sloan 
puzzle and came to the conclusion 
that these four guys are a little frus- 
trated with how the industry has 
treated them and have found that it's 
fun to be behind the scenes them- 
selves. Even if this is theendof Sloan 
the performers, fans can still look 
forward to quality releases on 
Murderecords.

Curieusement, le mot flacon n'a pas 
de parente linguistique avee la flaque 
d'eau. II serait facile de faire 




T'etymologie populaire au sujet de 
ce mot, puisque flacon designe un 
eontenant pour le liquide... Ce serait 
un reflexe bien nature! d'ailleurs, 
puisque nous, francophones, aimons 
croire a I'ordre et a la logique dans la 
langue. 

La goutte d'eau est a la tete d'une 
famille de mots assez 
impressionnante. Les emplois 
abstraits, qui derivent du sens concret 
de «petite parcelle de liquide», 
survivent encore dans des expres- 
sions comme Tz'^; voir goutte, oil 1 'idee 
de petite quantite (voir rien du tout) 
domine. L'idee de degoutter (couler 
goutte a goutte) est rendue des 1119 
et possede de nombreux rejetons 
linguistiques, comme les gouttieres

Rally point means that 
whether a team is serving or receiv- 
ing a point, is given to the team who 
puts the ball down on the other's side. 
This greatly increases the speed of 
the game and places a great deal of 
pressure on the servers. 

In the fifth game the scores 
remained close with no more than 
three points separating each team at 
any one time. Excited and loud the 
crowd elevated the already pressure 
filled game to the highest possible 
level. With Manitoba sitting at 14 
points and Laval at 12 the pressure 
was on the Laval server to get the bal 1 
over the net and on his teammates to 
keep it there. It wasn't to be, how- 
ever, as the ball was served into the 
net and Manitoba was declared the 
winer of the match and the new Na- 
tional Champions. 

When asked how he felt his 
team had played, coach George 
Pischkc of the Manitoba Bisons re- 
plied "they played as well as he could 
ask, you can't do much better than 
gold. One of the strongest points of 
our game was our middle and they 
are what kept us in the games when 
we were down." 

The MVP of the game for 
Manitoba, #5, Ken Krahn was one of 
tho.se middles who kept Manitoba on 
top. When asked what his plans were 
for next year Pischke said that three 
of his best players would not be re- 
turning next year but he had some up 
and coming rookies to fill their spots. 

Coach Pascal Clement of the 
Laval team felt that his team would 
have liked to win gold but ihcy put up 
a tough fight and although they are 
disappointed with the loss, they are 
happy they did as well as they did. 
His team's goal for they next year is 
the gold. 

All in all the tournament was 
a great success. It was well organized 
and the facilities were up for the 
challenge. All the participants and 
organizers deserve a round of ap- 
plause for their great efforts and ac- 
complishments.
